A diet 
of fruit or that of t juices is not 
uncommonly prescribed by i- 
cians and nurses. Fruits are effec- 
tive patrolmen of the digestion high-

gleaned: 

Fruits “are the very best alkalin- 
izers of the blood and body tissues 

. . are the very best sources of the 
most unstable vitamine C ... Like 
most all natural foods they are rich 
in the vitalizing elements that the 
chemist cannot find. 

“In dried fruits there is not only 
an abundance of mineral salts un- 
disturbed by cooking . . . but abun- 
dance of potential energy in the 
plentiful ree of fruit sugar. 

. . Whether dried or fresh, all 
(fruits) furnish jaxative properties, 
thus materially assisting in the pre- 
vention of putrefaction ... ey 
oppese the development of 
aoe from the bowel.”—Robert

Chief of fruits, to my notion, is 
strawberries. “.'. . doubtless God 
might have made a better berry 
than a meade ta A but, doubtless, 
God never did,” is quoted by John 
Burroughs in his essay on straw- 
berries. 

From this essay I copy the follow- 
ing remarks: eThe strawberry is al- 
ways the hope of the invalid, and 
sometimes no doubt his salvation.

Ut is far better to can the 
fruit without sugar and sweeten it 
as it is used than to fail to store up 
the fruit.

On August 26, with Bruce Al- 
vright of Beaver Lodge and O. B. 
Harris of Grande Prairie, we left 

truck for the pass. At Mount 
Valley we yee up Mr. and Mrs. 
McIntosh of Vancouver. Due to a 
late start we only reached Stony 
Lake the first night. Mrs. Martin 
and two daughters of Edmonton 
were there on their way back from 
Monkman Lake on horseback, The 
roads were rougher than last year, 
as little work had been done on 
them, but on the whole in good con- 
dition. By noon next day we were 
at the end of the road built by the 
M.P.H.A., about three miles from 
Kinuseo Falls. Here a fire had 
been ahead of us and the hillside was 
black. A smell of smoke and a fine 
Ro he ashes filled the air, giving 
ce a desolate look. 

The pack train was wai with 
two passengers—Mrs. H. O'B: of 
Appleton aid Miss Eleanor Goodwin 
of Vermilion, who were returning 
from a two weeks’ trip to the ae 
and Monkman Lake. Mr. R. 
Leake of Beaver Lodge, who had 
been taking photographs of the many 
beauty spots as far as the summit of 
the pass, and Mr. Watson were 
headed towards home in their car. 
Packing was soon completed and we 
headed towards the smoke ahead, on 
horseback because of the fire. 

The fire was burning in a com- 
aratively restricted area but direct- 
y in our path. We found the 
Vancouver couple, who had walked 
on ahead, bewildered by the smoke 
and the blaze which a wind had 
suddenly whipped up the hill. We 
climbed around it and the rest of 
the way was lovely. The narrow 
winding path, though steep, was 
luxury on the back of a horse, when 
we remembered last year’s long, 
weary hike when we were our own 
pack horses. 

Kinuseo Lodge is a_ revelation. 
The deadfall has all been cleared 
along the bank of the Murray just 


above the falls, and four fine, 
spacious log cabins have been 
erected, as well as a_ restaurant 


which also serves as get-together for 
the guests. A fine eter Sins saddle 
horses in a _ corral, wi saddles, 
bridles and blankets hanging in a 
row gave the appearance of a dude 
ranch. Nearby was a portable saw- 
mill and tractor which the Monkman 
Pass Transport had brought with 
great difficulty over the car road in 
the ea” spring, and which ac- 
counted for many of the comforts as 
well as the roofs of the cabins. 
Logging operations included hauling 
logs by wagon and poling them 
dewnstream in real logging style. 
Many footpaths to the falls and bet- 
ter fishing spots had also been 
cleared. Tarzan Boulevard was no 
more. Instead a sign, “Flirtation 
Walk,” appeared on a blazed tree. | 
No better spot than Kinuseo Lodge 
could be found anywhere for a per 
fect mountain holiday. 

While we were at the Lodge we) 
heard of war starting and of England 
entering it. The peace of that lovely | 
spot was shattered, for directly and 
indirectly it affected each and every- | 
one who was there. But it was too | 
late to chunge our plans. 

It rained heavily the night of 
September 3 and in the morning the 
Murray River was swollen and 
muddy, having risen two feet in the 
night. But the day was clear, so 
we started on the most thrilling part 
of our trip. Three pack horses, five 
saddie horses and three colts, three 
women and Carl Brooks and Bruce 
Albright as packers and guides made 
up the outfit. 

The trail along the Murr and 
the Slate to Monkman Creek re- 
vealed mountain beauty and splendor 
its best.

A spot to build a lodge has been 
chosen along the shore of this mag- 
nificent lake, with its mountains and 
its ice fields. Other falls were seen 
as the trail wound along towards the 
summit. One of about a hundred- 
foot drop was discovered this sum- 
mer and named the Brooks Falls. 

Rain that poured steadily ted 
us as we crossed the divide. Rain is 
an everyday occurrence along the 
Pacific slope, it. would seem. We 
found a place to camp along a lovely 
Fon‘ineko creek and soon after the 
rain stopped and a fine camp was 
enjoyed, 

ud, rain and more of both made 
the going heavy for the horses the 
next day. We followed the road 
made by the pathfinder car much of 
the way and came upon relics of that 
memorable and epic journey —a 
mud guard along the trail, a cache 
where two new gears, some chains 
and tools were stored, the mark of 
a tire in the gravel of the Fontineke 
River. We camped that third day 
at what Bruce said was “Starvation 
Camp.” An overcoat, the roof of a 
large tent, a cupboard of odds and 
ends, rope, the truck box of the car 
were lying around just as they had 
been left. It was snowing heavily 
when the car reached that spot last 
Novernber anc their desperate race 
against winter was written every- 
where. Later we met the trappers 
who had helped the last few miles. 

No pack train had been over the 
trail since the car trip, so the trail 
was sometimes indistinct, all but 
hidden by dense undergrowth that 
reached horse high, wet and rank. 
Greasy slopes, steep pitches where 
the car had ~oThy hau by block and 
tackle, the canyon of the Wee Mc- 
Gregor, and at last we crossed the 
Herrick and came to the welcome 
sight of Hobi’s trapper cabin on its 
banks, Thursday evening about 6 
o’clock, wet and a bit weary, but 
thrillec.

At Hobi’s we found the boatman, 
Ole Hansen, waiting with his big 
boat. Mrs. O’Brien made her famous 
trail stew and biscuits. The cabin 
was comfortable and well-kept and 
our wet clothes were soon drying. 

The boat trip was a joy. The 
weather was mostly fine, but even 
a shower failed to dampen our 
spirits. Ole Hansen is a riverman 
who knows every.current and stick 
in the McGregor River, The canyon 


was a_ treacherous-looking stretch 
with its jutting battleships and |

Peony Varieties to Buy 


Though refusing to be styled an 
authority or expert, C. M. Clarke of 
Teepee Creek is outstandingly the 
best informed man on peonies in the 
north country, if not in Alberta. At 
a series of field days this summer at 
Beaverlodge and in the Peace River 
Block he interestec mary of his 
auditors in the culture of the peony, 
which is in his opinion the best one 
flower for Peace River gardeners to 
concentrate upon. It easy to 
grow if a few Lane, one requirements 
are met. It is long-lived, hardy, ard 
comparat‘vely free from ailments. 
The bloom is profuse and beautiful, 
some varieties being almost as 
fragrant as the rose. Mr. Clarke has 
kindly prepared for the Beaverlodge 
Substation the manuscript for a 
mimeograph on peonies. It is too 
long to print in one instalment and 
would not all be seasonable at any 
one date. It will be multigraphed 
for distribution to those specially in- 
terested and will be quoted at inter- 
vals in this column. This week a 
short list of varieties recommended 
by Mr. Clarke is presented. 


The beginner of limited means can | 


make no mistake iri selecting any of 
the following varieties, all of which 
are very fine and are also among the 
cheapest.

The figures placed after the names 
of varieties in the foregoing list are 
the ratings of the American Peony 
Society and they may be used by 
those not familiar with peony varie- 
ties as a guide in making their selec- 
tion. A score of 10 represents a per- 
fect variety and any variety with a 
rating of more than 8 will prove 
satisfactory, while those with ratings 
of & or over will all be excellent 
Differences in soil and climatic con- 


ditions influence the character and 
performance of peony varieties, and 
as these figures are the average of 


ratings given the varieties by grow- 


plantings of commercial growers as 


well, before making one’s selections 
Peonies prefer a slightly alkaline 
condition but will grow in any» type 


of soil that is well provided with 
orgnnic matter, and are at their best 
in a cool, clayey loam. Whe’: planted 
on light soils they make a very rapid 
growth, but bear inferior blooms, of 
light substance, that fade quickly 
when cut, and some authorities ad- 
vise addition of clay to such soils 
before planting mies. In a heavy 
clay soil they develop more slowly 


but eventually produce magnificent 
flowers if given proper care. :

and certa.n sites frequently used 
ought to be particularly avoided. 
‘They are heavy feeders and will not 
tolerate grass and tree roots among 
ineir own. WU planted on a lawn ~« 
ciear space of at least 18 inches 
must aiways be kept between the 
piants and the edge of the grass. As 
uee roots extend beyond the spread 
ol the branches, peonies should not 
be planted too near trees or tall 
shrubs. Make allowance fer the 
|branen spread of the full grown tree 
or snrub and locate the peony bed a 
} little beyond it ii tac pianting is to 
be permanent. If peonies are planted 
}closer than that to young trees, they 
will have to be moved as the trees 
develop. And they should noi be 
piantea near the foundation of a 
building, as the walis absorb mois- 
ture and ‘adiate heat and will keep 
|the roots in a dry, unheaithy condi- 
| tion, the location chosen must be 
iwell drained because, although they 
juse a good deal of moisture duying 
ithe growing season, they will not 
thrive on wet, soggy ground. It 
should have full all-day exposure to 
isunlight in any case. if too heavily 
| shaded they will bear poor blooms 
jor none at all. 


Report of Summer 
Work Of Crop 
Testing Plan 


By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director, The Crop Testing Plan 


The prairie wheat crop shows a 
decided improvement in trueness to 
Variety as compared with last year. 
!This is the story revealed 
janalysis of some 24,000 farmers’ 
|wheat samples made this summer by 
|The Crop ‘resting Plan. 


, The sampies were collected by 
elevator agents at 1,650 points in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 


|berta, and were tested in groups at 
|1U/ point thsroughont the West. The 
analysis of these samples, each one -f 
which represents a t‘armer’s field of 
| Wheat, reveals that this year not less 
than 38% classified as A's, which 
means that 38% of the wheat crups 
}are true to variety to a very high 
|standard or excellieace, and consist, 
|moreover, of a recommended variety 
jot good milling and baking value. 
The average of A's for the previous 
eight years has been only 26%. 
The investigation reveals, how- 
ever, that there is still room for im- 
provement, for no less than 40% of 
the farmers are losing money by pro- 
ducing crops giving lower yields and 
lower grades than needs be, simply 
|because these farmers are using 
either unsuitable or old-fashioned 
poor quality varieties, or eise mix- 


lures of early and late varieties in| 


the same field, these mixtures, 
jnaturally, making it impossible for 
| the farmer to harvest his crop to the 
| Best advantage. Good, therefore, as 
|}the quality of Canadian wheat may 
‘now be on world markets, there is 
certainly a definite opportunity for 
ae improvement as the undesir- 
a e 


eliminated from western wheat 
crops. 

Last year’s results showed that 
%,180 farmers were found to have 
poor quality money-losing§ crops, 
which were classified as either C’s 
or Mixtures. The records of the 
11,665 elevator agents who do the 


} 


}work of The Crop Testing Plan re- 
| veal, however, that the agents were 
able to to persuade not less than 
5,610 of those who last year had C's 
and Mixtures, to purchase better 
seed and to sow this superior stock 
in smaii fields on the farms. This 
coming year, therefore, these farmers 
will have sufficient good seed to sow 
all their fields. It is expected, then, 
that mext year The Crop Testing 
Plan’s analyses will show even 
greater improvement thatn has been 
recorded this year. 

The Crop Testing Plan work this 
year can be considered to have at- 
tained to a high-water mark of suc- 
cess, judging by the interest taken in 
the work by farmers, business men, 
elevator agents and superintendents. 
The plots sown and cared for by the 
agents were all of a very high order 
of neatness and cleanliness and drew 
most favorable comment from the 
government agriculturists.

fsamples, each sample representing a 
jfield of wheat, is dune by competent 
iprofesisonal ceréalists and plant

It was very 
evident that farmers are now realiz- 
ing that only by the use of a recom- 
mended vanety, and by the produc- 
tion of a crop of that variety in a 


reasonably pure state, can they hope | 


to obtain the full money returns that 
all their werk of wheat production 
warrants. It is evident, however, 
that theer are thousands of farmers 
who con still be assisted to secure 
higher returns from their farming 
operations than they are now receiv- 
ing. 


GAIN MORE KNOWLEDGE 
ABOUT PLOWING RESULTS 


Experiments cenducted by “the 
Field Husbiusisy Division, Dominion

lconsiderable saving in power re-

In eastern Can- 
ada plowing sod land in the summer 
with -fter-harvest cultivation where 
weeds are troublesome, and plowing 
in late fall om tess weedy land, have 
beth proved superior to spring plow- 
ing, especially on heavy soils. One 
advantage of summer of fall plowing

The 
Premier of Canada has appealed for 
peace, The President of the United 
States also. Franco of Spain has had 
enough of war.

These leaders are sincere in their 
desire for peace; some of them, of 
course, providing they can get what 
they want, or keep what they have, 
by peaccable means—if not, then 


war. In other words, some leaders 
want something else more ; 
they want peace. What is it that 


they want? Is it not added prestige, 
power and glory? 

That is the personal side of war, 
and when national authority has 
been handed over by the oes to 
one person, then the nation and 
international situation becomes sub- 
ject to his whims. Democracy or 
majority rule may be cumbersome, 
but it is safer for the world than dic- 
tatorship.

The 
old book says, “The TRUTH shall 
make you free." We want truth 
about economics, politics, religion. 
We want the truth about our fellow 
men and nations-—not propaganda 
against them. The platform of 
nationa) or individual advantage is 
vne that brings never-ending strife, 
but the platform of fair play and 
justice has rosm for every individual 
and nation in the world. 


Another thing: The individuals of 
a democracy can neglect politics only 
to their peril. It is very easy to say, 
as in Germany, “I am fed up with 
politics. Let George (Hitler) do it.” 
|Most nations discarded absolute 
monarchy centuries ago. Dictator- 
ship is a step back. The present war 
is the result of that step. The only 
hope for the world is in ferward 
movement. As the world grows 
more complex the individuals thereof 
must grow more studious. 

Hope for peace and international 
understanding does not rest with 
leaders but with the common pnople. 
Organized iabor in Britain brought 
back her soldiers from the invasion 
of Russia after the Great War. Or- 
ganized labor in England is and has 
been appealing by every means 
available to the common people of 
Germany for a peaceable settlement 
of injustices. German miners, sea- 
men and railwaymen are said to be 
antagonistic to the ruling regime 
which decrees bullets instead of 
butter. The Siegfried line, o- 
nounced so impregnable, is said to 
have too much chalk in the cement 
to stand up in defense and is built 
so near the Rhine that it floods at 
flood time. 


A nation held together by force 
looks strong in peace time and 
democracies look weak. In times of 
war free men unite and _ dictator- 
ships are liable to fall apart.

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AERONAUTICAL 
TIT-BITS 


By J. W. Nell 
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THE F.E.2D0. 


From “The Clouds Remember,” 
by Major Oliver Stewart and Lenord 
Bridgeman (Gale & Polden). 


A cow, a blunderbuss, a domestic 
pet, a kitchen range with wings on, 
a threshing machine, a_ loutish, 
lumpish, heavy, clumsy old bite, a 
butt and a joke; yet among the aero- 
planes of the last war period, un- 
dubitably one of the great world’s 
workers. This was the F.E.2B., 
forerunner of the F.E.2D, and creator 
of the essentially big F.E. qualities. 

Look at this machine, and note the 
tiered nacelle, boldly opening its 
enormous mouth to gulp down as 
much drag as possible and then to 
ask for more. Look at the wires and 
struts, the undercarriage, the gun 
mountings, and consider whether 
there has ever been or ever will be 
an aeroplane to express more openly 
and visibly its contempt for stream- 
lining and all that goes with it. 

In a squadron of F.E.2B.’s in which 
I served for a short time during the 
war, I obtained one impression 
which has remained with me ever 
since—that of a certain pilot of im- 
mense stature and girth, one of those 
enormous men who are yet well pro- 
portioned and do not look freakish 
but merely enormous, sitting upright 
in the pilot’s cockpit of an F.E.2B,. on 
photographic patrol. There he sat, 
with Archie bursts all around him, 
an immense figure in a bright yellow 
leather coat," tacing the rush of air, 
presenting his whole enormous 
frontal area to it, apparently im- 
pervious to the crash oi shells about 
him, sitting up there in mid-air, a 
monument of a man, an Epstein- 
like carving out of solid rock, mir- 
aculously supported on an exposed 
seat by a fantastic contraption. That 
pilot was the personification of the 
e..2B. and o1 the F.E.2D. which 
was the same machine with a bigger 
engine. | do not Know what hap- 
pened to him. When [ had gone to 
a scout squadron we were occa- 
sionally catied upon to escort the 
}’.E.’s, and there he would be, again 
sitting in his exposed box with a 
Lewis gun beside him and the queer 


F.E. mounting and ani observer 
squatting down in front. And all 
around would be Archie bursts and 


gun fire. 

He was one of the first, if not the 
first, to introduce the circular tactics 
which the F.E.’s found so _ useful. 
When these machines began to be 
outclassed by the single-seater fight- 
ers of the enemy, they found that 
their opponents were able, by the 
use of their superior powers of 
manoeuvre and their superior per- 
formance to place themselves under 
the tails of the F.E.’s, from where 
they could shoot at them in comfort 
without the F.E. being able to re- 
turn the fire. It was essential fcr 
the F.£.’s to devise a method of pro- 
tecting their tails, and they did it by 
the ‘“vcundabout” method. When 
they were seriously attacked they 
formed a ring and went round and 
roune and round, each sitting on and 
protecting the next one’s tail. In 
this roundabout formation the F.E.’s 
were well-nigh invincible. In a for- 
ward direction they could bring a 
considerable amount of fire to bear, 
and in a rearward direction they 
were protected by the F.E. next be- 
hind. The only serious trouble with 
these roundabout tactics were that 
they prevented the F.E.’s from get- 
ting on with the photographic or 
reconnaissance work, and if the wind 


was in the wrong direction the en- 
tire roundabout formation gradually 
j}drifted farther and farther over 
enemy territory. 

j A tew words ought to be said here 
in praise of the F.b. observers. They 
were frequently seconded army 
officers posted direct to squadrons 
from their regiments, with no previ- 
ous instruction in Biitain.

been important institutions in 
realm of agricultural education 
this province since they were first 
established in 1913. At that time 
three schools were open —~at Olds, 
Vermilion and Claresholm — to be 
followed at a later date by schools 
at Raymond, Youngstown and 
Gleichen. All of these schools 
operated for some time, but subse- 
quently it was. found necessary to 
close all except those at Olds and 
Vermilion. 

The Olds School has operated con- 
tinuously since it was opened, except 
for the 1918-19 term, when the school 
was used as a “flu” emergency hos- 
pital. The Vermilion hool has 
been closed three winters since 1913. 

During this period the main pur- 
pose of the schools has been to train 
young men and women in agricul- 
ture—the men as farmers and the 
women as rural home-makers. To 
indicate that this policy has been 
justified, it is estimated that over 90 
per cent of the students returned to 
the farms, while about 5 per cent go / 
on to universities for higher pro- 
fessional degrees, and the remainder 
choose work in other fields. The 
objection raised that the schools 
would educate the students awa 
from the farm is entirely undounded, 
and indeed the tendency is actually 
the reverse. At all times the courses 
offered to the students encourage 
them to make agriculture their life 
work. 

The practical nature of the course. 
emphasizing as it does such subjects 
as field crops, soils, live stock, poul- 
try, farm mechanics, blacksmithing 
and carpentry, gives to the students 
an insight into farm problems, and it 
is the constant aim of the school 
officials to keep these courses ax 
nearly up to date as possible. Thus 
in recent years farm electricity and 
diesel engines are taken up in the 
course of farm mechanics. The Home 
Economics course features those sub- 
jects most required by rural home- 
makers. Foods and nutrition, sewing, 
home nursing and household admin- 
istration are amo the main courses 
for the women. pportunity is also 
provided for the women to take 
poultry, horticulture, dairying, etc., 
and all students are required to take 


the 


Exiglish, Civics, and certain other 
cultural courses. 

The academic requirement for 
admission to the schools is merely 
the ability to read and _ write 
English. Anyone 16 years or over 
who has sufficient command of 


English to profit from the instruction 
may attend. In the early years of 
the schools the average grade of the 
students entering was seven, but with 
the improvement in rural education, 


very few students attend now who | 
have not completed at least grade 
eight, and a great many of them 
have finished most of their high 


school training 

The regular course consists of two 
winter terms, each of about five and 
one-half months’ duration. A special 
‘two in course is also offered 
for students who have completed 
their grade eleven This latter 
course, because of its shortness, does 
not permit full advantage being 
taken of the practical training of- 
fered. There are no tuition fees for 
Alberta students, but the fees for the 
library, caution money, student union 
and books, ete., amount to about $13

Life at the Schools of Agriculture 
is a valuable experience for every- 
one. The associations and contacts 
which students make with one an- 
other are valuable assets in their 
future life. The social side of the 
training anda the various student 
activities exert an improving influ- 
ence upon the average student, 
possibly to a greater extent than that 
which most education institutions do. 
Remarkable changes in the poise and 
demeanor of the students is observed 
after two years in the institution. 
They develop a certain confidence as 
a result of the training they receive 
and the experience they gain in 
speaking before a crowd. Public 
speaking, dramatics, debating, etc., 
although extra curricular activities, | 
are encouraged and considerable in- 
struction is given by the staff in 
these subjects. It has been noticed 
that a large number of the graduates 
from. the Schools of Agriculture are | 
now taking a very important part in | 
community enterprises and are using 
the training they receive at the 
schools to provide leadership in rural 
districts. 

In association with each School of 
Agriculture there is a school farm 
on which are grown the crops most 
suited to the district and which are 
used as seurce material , & the 
students during the winter. ides 
the field crops, the farms maintain 
herds of purebred live stock. At 
Olds fine Percheron horses are kept 
and outstanding herds of Shorthorns 
and Ayrshires are maintainec’. York- 
shire swine and Hampshire sheen 
complete the live stock at Olds. The 
Vermilion Schoo! maintains Clydes- 
dale horses, Shorthorn and Aberdeen 
Angus cattle and Yorkshire swine, as 
wel! as Suffolk sheep. Ali of this 
stock is used for demonstration pur- 
poses and the students are thereby 
brought into corttact with high qual- 
ity individuals of the various breeds. 
This stock is also a source for breed- 
ing stock for Alberta live stock 
breeders, 

The Schools of Agriculture are also 
used to a considerable extent during 
the summer as meeting places for 
conventions, short courses, field days 
and local grouvs. The beautiful 
grounds surrounding each school 
attract many visitors and large num- 
bers of people come to the schools to | 
see the live stock and the field crop 
plots In recent years the summer 
ictivities of the members of the staff 
lave been increased and greater im- 
portance is being placed on extension 
work from the schools.

For this purpose hybrids 
between the Siberian crab apple and 
commercial varieties have been em- 
ployed. The work has progressed 
to the point of sending out a number 
of “third” crosses for trial. The 
“first” crosses were all very small 
erab apples but they exhibited a 
number of very hardy progeny. The 
“second” crosses, in reali a first 
generation back cross, exhibited less 
hardiness but increased size and 
uality. Several of these, however, 
owed sufficient hardiness to war- 
rant the continuation of the exper.- 
ment.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—Dealing with 
the formation of the Allied supreme 
war council, the Times says: “It is 
further proof to the world of the 
determination of Britain and France 
to win the war. One more weapon 
of victory has been forged and the 
Polish le, as weil as the French 
and British, have assurance that no 
lack of unity in strategy or 
will impair concentration of the 
whole resources of the west upon the 
prosecution of the war.” 

PARIS, Sept. 13.— British troops 
were in French military 
dispatches Wednesday to have en- 
tered action with the French against 
the Germans on the western front 
for the first time in the war. French 
advices said “a great number of well- 
equipped British troops are partici- 
pating in combat.” French tanks and 
armored cars were reported to have 
reached the outskirts of Saar- 
bruecken, thrusting immediately into 
the suburbs. This success was said 
to have hammered a wedge into the 
Siegfried line at its strongest point. 
Fall of the city would give the French 
control of the Saar mining basin, one 
of the world’s most productive coal 
fields.

OTTAWA, Sept. 13.—In a rush of 
work that ended as the clock was 
within a few minutes of midnight, 
the House of Commons finished the 
work of its special war session Tues- 
day night.

$100,000,000; (3) imposed war taxa- 
tion that amounts to many millions a 
year; (4) Provided for a new depart- 
ment of munitions and = supply.

Bank of Montreal 
Crop Report, 12 


MONTREAL, Sept. 7.—Bank of 
Montreal crop report, No, 12, issued 
today, is as follows: 

General 

Good progress has been made with 
the harvesting of the grain crops of 
| ae Prairie Provinces, although wet 
weather has caused delays in Mani- 
toba ard in parts of Saskatchewan. 
Threshing is well advanced in Mani- 
toba and is general in Saskatchewan. 
In southern Alberta and the Peace 
River District threshing is under way 
but elsewhere in the province ‘little 
has been done. While wheat yields 
are extremely variable, outturns in 
most districts are higher than ex- 
pected and the grain is reported to 
be of good quality. Good average 
yields are being obtained in Manitoba 
and Alberta. Heat and drought 
caused considerable damage in Sas- 
katchewan, but except in the south- 
east district, where crops are prac- 
tically a failure, wheat yields 
generally will bs ‘airly satisfactory. 

In Quebec province crops are 
maturing rapidly under good weather 
conditions and prospects are favor- 
ale for heavy yields of all the main 
staples. In tario grain, hay and 
root crops are satisfactory, peaches, 
grapes and late apples abundant, 
tomatoes a good crop, and the to- 
bacco crop of average weight and 
quality. 

In the Maritime Provinces 
prospects have beco 
@uring the past twwu Weeks owing to 
continued lack of moisture. An 
average crop of grains is indicated, 
but roots and potatoes have suffered 
a setback, as has fruit, although the 
yield of apples still promises to be 
at least equal to average. 

In British Columbia grain crops 
are slightly below average, there is 
an excellent crop of hops, late pota- 
toes and roots are doing well, and all 
tree fruits are plentiful and of good 
quality.
